Hews of Nearby Towns From Oar Own Correspondents

COURT PROCEEDINGS.. 


Court adjourned 
Monday 
morning 


after a brief session to finish up the mis- 
cellaneous business. 
Among the civil 


cases tried laat week two were of special 
interest 
One was the action of trespass 


brought by Edward H. Large, of Upper 
MakeHeld, against the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company, which controls the 
canal running from Easton to Bristol. 
Owing to the damage done by floods the 
Company Is confronted by a great many 
law suits and the termination of the caee 
tried here no doubt brings a sense of 
great relief to the company if it establish- 
es a precedent for other court*. The al- 
legation of the plaintiff, in brief, was that 
a break had occurred in the towpath bank 
of the canal on February 2, 1902, the 
water rushing over the property of the 
plaintiff and 'washing out a roadway, 
growing wheat, fruit treei, and asparagus 
bed aud pasture land. 
It IB alleged that 


tbe defendant compibny had had notice ol 
certain obstructions in the candl which 
threatened to result in the bank giving 
way under pressure of backwater, but 
that full precautions were not adopted to 
prevent it. 
A great deal of testimony 


was taken and the damage sustained by 
the plai'itiff wus not disputed, but there 
was evidence to ehow that a flood had oc- 
curred sending a vast quantity of very 
thick ice down the canal and that the 
bank had given way in vaiions places. 
The court thereupon instructed the jury 
that the defendant was not responsible for 
that was clearly an act of Providence and 
B verdict was rendered accordingly. 


Tbe other case waft that of Lewis A. 


Howoll and Ellen Wright against the bor- 
ough of Momsvilie, really two cases but 
tried as one. 
Howe.ll alleged that on ac- 


count of the borough of Moirisville vacat- 
ing a pert of Green street, oo which hie 
property ia located, it bud depreciated in 
value and damages were asked. 
The 


plaintiff testified that bia property was 
worth $10,000 before tne street had been 
vacated and was now worth but $5,000 or 
$(1,000. 
The property has been assessed 


at $2,000. 'the claim for damages wae 
based on the fact that travel had been 
diverted from the front to the rear of the 
property. 
Witnesses for the borough tea- 


tided that the property, which was worth 
about $5,000 or $6,000, had not depreciat- 
ed in value. The evidence in the Wright 
case in which the damages claimed were 
much less, was similar. 
The jury found 


for the plaintiff in the sum of $300 in the 
Ellen Wright caee'and for the plaintiff in 
the snm of $2,700 in thi Lewis A. Howell 
case. An appeal mil be taken tn the 
higher courts.

Oaf Historical Future of Trenton, H. J 


Editor Gazette:—Hiving an occasion to 


visit tbe above city a few weeks ago, I 
concluded io tbe three leisure boars of 
which I bad before return, to hunt up a 
lew of the many places of interest in that 
city. 


Naturally, any person wonla first think 


of the most important event securing io 
Trenton in history making times, inquir- 
ing my way to the monument 
I started 


from Broad and State streets, walked up 
the former until I came to a triangular 
park situated at the intersection of the 
streets and about opposite to tbe Phila- 
delphia and Beading Depot On this park 
or square is situated the monument which 
marks the spot where the battle of Tren- 
ton was fongbt by Washington and his 
troops on the American side and tha Hes- 
sians and British on tbe English side. 
This battle was won by a very clever ruse 
on tne part of Washington, who surprised 
the frolicksome Hessians on Christmas 
Eve while they were in the midst of their 
carousals and games. Little did they 
think that tbe American general would 
make an attack upon them on Ohritsmas. 
Washington knew this also, little did it 
matter to him, that his men were tired, 
for many, many times he bad to march 
them almost against his own will, bat 
Washington did not have men to lone so 
bad to take sly chances to capture things, 
and so it was witn the Battle of Trenton. 
He bad fought at White Plains and not 
gainnd, and since then had been chased 
southwest through New Jersey, then back 
again, and south to Chester, Pa. 
By this 


time tbe wealthy and most influential 
persons were beginning to become dis- 
heartened at the reverses Washington was 
meeting and were joining with tbe Eng- 
lish side. 


On Christmas, 1776, Washington camp- 


ed above Trenton, on the Pennsylvania 
side, preparing for nis night attack. 
His 


soldiers by this time were without shoes 
and necessary clothing and were getting 
disheartened. 
Cheering his men up and 


leaving his camp fires burning brightly, 
Washington crossed the Delaware, at that 
time full of floating ice. Gaming Jersey 
shore he formed in marching order and 
marched upon Trenton, surprising and 
capturing over a thousand Hessians be- 
sides killing and wounding many others, 
while Washington only lost two killed and 
two frozen to death. 


The Battle of Trenton accomplished 


something more than ordinary; it entered 
a new spirit into the weak patriots; it 
caused people of wealth to come forward 
and help cloth the suffering soldiers; 
caused the old eo'diers whuae term of en- 
listment had expired to re-enlist and the 
most Important of all was that it was the 
first great victory for the rien government 


cH the signing of the Declaration of In- 


dependence and the last important thing 
occuring in 177(1, therefore closing the 
year with success. 


As one stands before this monument of 


stone and bronze, one cannot but feel the 
greatness of its personality, meaning so 
much to every true American. At the 
base of the monument stands two figures, 
one as a Revolutionary private soldier

If ever the dream of a 
man awake had the air of a prophetic 
vision that was assuredly such." 


It is, I think, noteworthy that In all 


clairvoyant cases of this kind tho body 
is through overwork or 111 health or 
fasting or congenitally in the subdued 
state to which the Indian mystic and 
miracle monger (educes his own by 
maceration. It was so with Scott and 
Rousseau, and with William Hone 
when he had the following experience 
recorded in his memoir. When w»rn 
out with overwork he was shown Into 
a certain room in a certain part of 
London where he had never been be- 
fore. 


"On looking around everything ap- 


peared, perfectly familiar to me. 
I 


seemed to recognize every object. 
I 


said to myself: 'What is this? I was 
never here before, and yet I have seen 
all this, and if so there is a -sery pe- 
culiar knot in the shutter.' I opened 
the shutter and found the knot. Now, 
then, I thought, here is something I 
cannot explain on my principles; there 
must be some power beyond matter." 


And from being a pronounced mate- 


rialist he became a believer in spirits; 
and, indeed, eventually a profoundly 
religious soul.—T. r.'s London Weekly.

and to give a national unity to Ger- 
many under tho leadership of Prussia. 


"I am come here," he said, "to say

Disraeli's remark on this extraordinary 
programme, which was later IlteVally 
fulfilled, was: "Take care of that man, 
He means what he savs."— "Remi- 
niscences of Lord Augustus Loftus."

No oue reallj' knows how large a tur- 


tle may grow, but certainly there does 
not appear to be much if any exagger- 
ation attached(,to >V statements pf 
Pliny and Strabo, who, describing the 
clielonophagl of the Bed sea, say that 
they utilizi-d the shells of the turtles 
they bad eaten as roofs to their huts 
and boats for their feeble voyages. 


Strange to say, the handsomest tur- 


tle, the hawk's bill varipty (Chelone 1m- 
bricata), furnishes the worst flesh, be- 
ing so strongly flavored with musk as 
to be almobt uneatable. This peculiar- 
ity would seem to point to a diet of 
squid since these mollusca are exceed- 
ingly musky. But It may not be out of 
place to remark he.re that turtle flesh, 
even of the best sorts, is not nice. As 
Sam Weller's pieman hoarsely whis- 
pered, "It's the seaspnlng as does It." 
A diet of turtle steaks or of hashed 
turtle or of turtle soup, au nature!, 
would soon sicken any one but a sav- 
age. For sixpence or its equivalent in 
most of the West India island towns 
one can £<>t a heaped plate of turtle 
steak with bread or jams or sweet po- 
tatoes ad lib. But I never knew even 
a hungry sailor who wanted more than 
one meal a weeU of It, for all its cheap- 
ness. The fact is that in the cult of 
turtle soup we ore following (a long 
way off, It is true) the example set by 
the Chinese, who love gelatinous soups 
and pay fabulous prices for the nests 
of the sea swallows, the holothuria, or 
sea slug, and the sharks' fins because 
of their gelatinous qualities. — Frank 
T. Bullen in Leslie's. 


Queer Drunken Mantua.
